The number of stitches is given to indicate 
something of the quality of the sewing. 

The super is mentioned because the life of the 
book depends largely on the hinge, and the 
hinge depends chiefly on the super. 


The paper is described with special reference 
to opacity. There has been much improvement 
in this respect recently, so there are few books 
in which the type strikes through from the other 
side of the leaf. 

The type size has been given to enable the 
user to have really definite information about 
the type page. In the American point system, 12 
points is quite large, 10 point is good average 
size, 8 point small, and 6 point very small. In 
some instances mention is made of the leading, 
or spacing between lines. This is quite import- 
ant, especially in the case of small type. An 8 
point widely spaced is legible, while if poorly 
leaded, it is very trying to read. 

Under Content an attempt has been made to 
indicate the extensiveness of the series and the 
types of literature included. In addition, four or 
five representative titles have been given in 
each case as further indication of the nature of 
the series. 

Acknowledgement is made to the publishers 
who have been most courteous in supplying in- 
formation, and in furnishing sample copies. 
These samples form an interesting collection and 
will be exhibited from time to time. They are 
to be on permanent display in the Library School 
rooms of the San Jose State College.

Representative titles: Curtis, Captured by the Navajos; Grosvenor, Boy explor- 
er; Munroe, Camp mates (and ten other titles); Pyle, Stolen treasure; Williams, Red 
Plume of the royal northwest mounted.

Content: About twenty biographical and critical sketches of American authors, with 
selections from their best known works. Biographies include such authors as: Holmes 
Melville, Poe, Thoreau, Whitman.

Format as a whole gives an impression of inconsistency, gener- 
ous or ornate in one direction and skimping in another.

1985 in the Biltmore Hotel, Los Angeles. The 
morning and afternoon sessions were devoted to 
the reports of the officers and committees. 

At noon most of the committees met for dis- 
cussion. Your representative was a member of 
the Committee on Relations with Affiliated Or- 
ganizations, Mr. Harley W. Lyon, Chairman. The 
luncheon meeting was informally conducted, giv- 
en over to getting acquainted, and exchange of 
ideas of what the committee could do. Since it 
is a new committee the chairman plans further 
meetings to work out a program. 

On Friday, the members of the Council at- 
tended an educational conference on the learn- 
ing situation sponsored by the California Teach- 
ers Association. The conference was conducted 
on the panel method and was intended to serve 
as a demonstration of a democratic approach to 
a problem and to exemplify a way to carry on 
institute and other professional meetings. Mr. 
George Meredith, of Pasadena, conducted the 
panels. The topic for the morning session was 
The Psychology of the Learning Situation. The 
afternoon meeting offered discussions of more 
concrete situations of the Learning Process. 
Since full minutes of the discussion were avail- 
able in mimeographed form, and copies of these 
were secured for the presidents of the sections, 
no attempt will be made to outline the discuss- 
ion here. 

Is it not fortunate that school librarians are 
affiliated with the C. T. A. and represented on its 
council? Such contacts should do much to pro- 
mote the understanding of teaching problems 
and the place of the library in the school.

Many school librarians and administrators 
from all parts of the State attended the Ninth 


Annual Meeting of the School Library Associa- 
tion of California, October 19 and 20, 1935, in 
Fresno. 

Mrs. Hollis Erickson, president of the Northern 
Section, officially opened the session at a lunch- 
eon in Hotel Californian and O. S. Hubbard, City 
Superintendent of Fresno schools welcomed the 
delegates. Mrs. Esther Birdsall Darling and 
Hildegarde Hawthorne well known authors from 
Berkeley were guest speakers. P 

Mrs. Darling whose “Baldy of Nome” and 
other dog stories have been popular with many 
boys and girls, charmed her listeners in her 
humorous way by telling of her experiences as 
an author. She outlined her new book, a sequel 
to “Baldy of Nome.” 

Hildegarde Hawthorne, grand-daughter of the 
late Nathaniel Hawthorne, talked interestingly 
of her family life and reviewed her two new 
books, “Enos Mills of the Rockies,” the famous 
guide of the Rocky Mountains and “Youth’s 
Captain,” a biography of Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
a friend of her grandfather’s. 

The afternoon was devoted to committee meet- 
ings and a Directors’ meeting. Those not attend- 
ing these meetings were taken on a tour of Fres- 
no under the direction of Agnes Tobin, Fresno 
State College, social chairman.

The institute is designed for school librarians 
and children’s librarians and is being sponsored 
by the California Library Association Section for 
Library Work with Boys and Girls, and the 
School of Librarianship, University of California. 
It will be held in morning and afternoon sessions 
Friday and Saturday, May 1 and May 2 at the 
Coronado Hotel, California. 

Miss Nora Beust, of the School of Library 
Science, University of North Carolina, is com- 
ing across the continent to conduct the institute. 
Miss Beust is well known to librarians for her 
Graded list of books for children, published by 
the American Library Association. 

Plans are being made for three discussion 
groups on professional preparation, public re- 
lations, and book selection, to occupy the first 
three sessions, while the fourth, on Saturday 
afternoon, will be an authors’ afternoon. 

Miss Beust, assisted by Mrs. Frances Clarke 
Sayre and Miss Jessie Boyd of the School of 
Librarianship, University of California, will 
present the symposium on Professional Prepar- 
ation. Miss Helen Heffernan, State Department 
of Education, and Miss Helen Haines, author of 
Living with Books, are possible speakers. 

The Institute dates make it possible for those 
attending to hear Louis Adamic, author of the 
Native’s Return, who will speak on the program 
of the California Library Association on Friday 
evening. 

Growing recognition of the importance of 
our readers of tomorrow is shown by the ad- 
vance interest in this Institute, the first of its 
kind to be held by the California Library Asso- 
ciation. Carlyle had a phrase for it, many years 
ago: “All that a university or final highest 
school can do for us, is still what the first school 
began doing—teach us to read.” 


TWO NEW BULLETINS JUST ISSUED BY 
STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION 


The State Department of Education has just 
issued two bulletins that are of special interest 
to all school librarians. They are entitled *The 
Library in the Elementary School and +Pleasure 
Reading for Boys and Girls. These publications 
constitute the completed report of a state wide 
committee of thirty librarians and educators 
that was organized in the fall of 1934 under the 
joint chairmanship of Helen Heffernan, Chief 
of the Division of elementary education and 
Eleanor Hitt, Assistant State Librarian. The 
northern section of the committee was respon- 
sible for The Library in the Elementary School 
and the southern section compiled the list of 
Pleasure Reading for Boys and Girls. 

This year the original committee with a few 
substitutions and some additions to its person- 
nel is working on other library problems in the 
school field. The northern section has two pro- 
jects on hand: (1) The preparation of an article 
on the Organization of the Elementary School 
Program for Effective use of the Library, and 
also the filming of a “movie” to show school ad- 
ministrators and teachers how a school can be 
organized to secure maximum use. The sub- 
committee working on this headed by Mr. Bais- 
den. Margaret Girdner is chairman of another 
sub-committee which has the responsibility of 
compiling a List of Books suited to Slow Readers.

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SUMMER SESSION AT SAN JOSE STATE 


The program for the 1936 summer session to 
be held from June 29th to August 7th has been 
planned especially for the teacher who wishes to 
know more about the use of books in the new 
curriculum, and the teacher-librarian who wish- 
es simple library technique. Miss Jeanette Van- 
derPloeg, of the regular faculty, will teach the 
Technical Processes for School Libraries, which 
includes classifications, cataloging, etc. Miss 
Gardiner of Sacramento will teach The Library 
in the Elementary School and The Selection and 
Use of Books in Schools. Mrs. Gladys Potter, of 
the State Department of Education, will give the 
course in Children’s Literature. 
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A BROWSING ROOM 


Students who find they have been assigned to 
a study period at University High School in 
Qakland, are able to choose one of three places 
in which to spend the hour; in the regular study 
hall, the reference library, or the newer Recre- 
ational Reading Room. 

The latter came into being in the spring of 
1935 as an experimental project of the English 
Department. A large sunny room on a court, 
and adjoining the reference library was selected 
for this educational venture. Attractive book 
shelves were designed by the art department, 
drapes were furnished by the University of Cal- 
ifornia and deck chairs supplied by the school. 
In this room are shelved all the fiction titles 
belonging to the library, and hundreds of maga- 
tines furnished in part by the school and priv- 
ate individuals. Management of the room is in 
charge of student assistants, who take roll, cir- 
culate and shelve books. Miss Sophia McEntyre 
of the English Department is the teacher in 
charge of the room. 

In a recent issue of the University High School 
Journal, Miss McEntyre had the following com- 
ments about the room. “We are contributing the 
habit of actually reading for pleasure whatever 
we can find of real interest for boys and girls. 
Somehow or other we must get inside these 
people, find where they have real reading inter- 
ests, and start there with our reading programs. 
‘Quality’ magazines and the heavier psychologi- 
cal novels are not the regular ration of most 
young readers. Forced diets of too heavy read- 
ing in school inevitably create strong aversions 
to more adult reading. Students read through 
certain juvenile and adolescent stages of inter- 
ests, to go on, we hope, with genuine enthusiasm 
to higher levels. 

The three-way study plan is now in its second 
semester. Far from breaking down established 
study habits, it has materially bettered the en- 
tire situation in study hall, reading room and 
library.”

In 
this way an attempt could be made to meet the 
heavy demand for these titles. 

The November meetings of the S. L. A. C., 
Northern Section, were held in connection with 
the San Francisco Bay Region’s Teachers Insti- 
tute. The East Bay meeting was held on Wednes- 
day morning, November 27th in the Professional 
Library Administration Building, Oakland. The 
speakers were Dr. J. Frederick Ching, Vice- 
Principal of Oakland High School, and Helen 
Macknight Doyle, author. 


The West Bay meeting was held Tuesday af- 
ternoon, November 26th, in San Francisco. The 
speakers were Miss Jewel Gardiner, Director of 
School Libraries, Sacramento; and Miss Jessie 
Boyd, of the School of Librarianship, University 
of California. 

A Secondary School Libraries Scrapbook is in 
preparation by the Senior High School Commit- 
tee under the chairmanship of Esther Helen Jen- 
sen, Librarian of Piedmont High School. The 
scrapbook is to contain information on each 
high school library in the Northern Section. 


In an attempt to help other librarians visual- 
ize these libraries, the following material is ask- 
ed for: statistics on the size, location of each 
library, number of employees, type of school;
